REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Groton : 

I  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools. 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1934,  our 
total  registration  was  36;  16  boys  and  20  girls.  Average 
membership  was  32.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  was 
90.72.     We  promoted  29  pupils  and  failed  only  2. 

It  was  on  the  whole  a  successful  year  although 
broken  somewhat  by  absences  due  to  both  severe  weather 
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and  illness.  The  pupils  made  good  progress  in  the 
fundamentals.  In  such  activities  as  music  and  drawing 
they  developed  abilities.  The  two  schools  were  centers 
of  homelike  living  and  of  real  accomplishment  in  educa- 
tion. There  was,  on  the  whole,  a  spirit  of  interest  and 
cooperation. 

This  present  school  year  up  to  February  1,  1935,  we 
have  a  total  enrolment  of  32 ;  13  boys  and  19  girls.  At 
North  Groton  are  15;  4  boys  and  11  girls.  At  South 
Groton  are  17;  9  boys  and  8  girls.  There  are  four  begin- 
ning pupils  and  two  girls  in  the  eigth  grade,  one  at  each 
school.  Since  we  had  no  eighth  grade  pupils  last  year 
we  are  looking  forward  to  graduating  exercises  next 
June.  We  hope  our  eighth  graders  may  be  found  in 
high  school  next  year  at  this  time. 

Miss  Anna  Collin  returned  as  teacher  at  North 
Groton  to  the  general  satisfaction,  I  believe,  of  both 
parents  and  pupils.  We  regretted  Mr.  Spafford's  decision 
not  to  accept  reelection  to  the  South  Groton  position. 
In  his  place  we  have  Miss  Elizabeth  Gardner  of  Ply- 
mouth, a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School,  class  of 
1932.  She  apparently  qualified  by  both  experience  and 
training. 

Both  of  our  schools  seem  to  me  to  be  making  satis- 
factory progress.  The  teachers  are  working  conscien- 
tiously. The  children  are  happily  industrious.  The 
parents  are  cooperative. 

Again  I  am  happy  to  commend  the  work  of  Mrs. 
Lovett  as  school  nurse.  Emergency  milk  supply  has 
also  been  available  this  year  for  the  children  who  espe- 
cially need  it. 

The  school  board  has  been  wisely  liberal  in  the 
furnishing  of  supplies.  We  have  been  able  this  year  to 
bring  our  textbooks  in  primary  reading  and  in  sixth 
grade  history  up  to  date.  Repairs  made  during  the 
summer  have  proved  of  great  advantage. 
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I  have  in  general  continued  the  supervisory  activities 
outlined  in  my  report  of  a  year  ago.  I  have  come  to 
know  the  children  better  and  am  more  than  ever  con- 
vinced that  they  are  worthy  of  our  efforts.  Although  I 
have  met  many  of  the  parents  I  hope  to  extend  my 
acquaintance  with  them.  Again  I  invite  them  to  consult 
me  in  regard  to  their  children. 

My  work  as  superintendent  of  the  Groton  schools  is 
interesting  and  pleasant  due  largely  to  the  kindly 
cooperation  of  all  concerned  in  the  activities  of  the 
schools.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  members  of 
the  school  board  for  their  kindness.
